PREFACE  November,  1973 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Kerrier  Rural  District  Council 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  39th  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  1972  in  accordance  with  regulations  5(3)  and  15(3)  of  the 
Public  Health  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations  1959. 

The  population  of  the  Rural  District  rose  by  190  persons  in  1972.  Births  and 
Deaths  both  fell  compared  with  last  year  — by  17  and  12  respectively.  There 
was  also  a fall  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  from  15  per  1000  live  births  to  12. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  fell  from  9 to  7.  The  comparison  of  vital 
statistics  in  Kerrier  with  those  of  England  and  Wales  show  little  change  from 
last  year  — namely,  slightly  lower  birth,  stillbirth,  infant  mortality  and  death 
rates. 

The  steady  annual  increase  of  improvement  grants  to  modernise  houses  contin- 
ues. The  market  for  houses  during  1972  was  such  that  few  of  these  improved 
dwellings  were  available  to  local  residents.  A considerable  number  were  houses 
for  holiday  purposes  and  were  under-occupied  throughout  the  year.  The  com- 
ponent of  good  and  adequate  housing  is  paramount  to  the  total  health  and  well- 
being of  the  individual  and  the  family.  Much  concurrent  illness  in  the  family 
and  potential  disability  in  the  elderly  springs  directly  from  damp  dwellings, 
overcrowding  and  sharing  of  homes.  Ever  since  the  first  world  war  national 
efforts  to  generally  improve  housing  has  had  slow  results.  In  the  Rural  District 
in  1972  this  problem  has  been  underlined  by  a scarcity  of  houses,  lengthening 
of  the  Council  Housing  Waiting  List  and  a greater  number  of  families  sharing 
living  accommodation.  This  is  an  index  that  up-country  housing  problems  are 
beginning  to  filter  into  Cornwall  and  it  seems  likely  that  they  will  get  more 
acute  in  the  next  five  years. 

During  the  holiday  season  Life  Saving  along  the  Council's  coast  line  has  become 
important  and  is  appreciated  by  the  Visitors.  A glance  at  the  catalogue  of  rescues 
underlines  the  potential  danger  to  the  unwary  and  the  unheeding,  and  the  need 
for  this  preventive  service. 

The  sewage  schemes  for  Budock  Water  and  Mawnan  Smith  were  completed  this 
year.  This  makes  a total  of  14  parishes  which  have  mains  drainage.  Public  Health 
and  Drainage  Nuisances  work,  together  with  Refuse  and  Litter  Collection  made 
up  the  largest  block  of  routine  inspections  (557)  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 
The  other  two  sections  of  the  work  which  claimed  most  time  was  housing  (446 
inspections)  and  meat  inspections  (300).

I regret  the  delay  in  the  completion  of  this  Report  which  is  due  to  work  con- 
nected with  Local  Government  Reorganisation.  This  element  of  your  Officer's 
time  will  obviously  increase  substantially  within  the  next  year. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  support  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
Members  of  the  Committee,  Officers  of  the  Council  and  for  the  work  of  the 
staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  Area  Health  Office.

Kerrier. 
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During  the  year  they  attended  41  confinements  which  represents  9.2%  of  the 
total  births.  Last  year  445  expectant  mothers  had  their  babies  in  hospital. 

During  the  year  38  cases  were  discharged  at  48  hours  from  the  Maternity  Hos- 
pitals to  the  care  of  domiciliary  midwife  in  the  Health  Area;  276  before  8th 
day  including  48  hour  discharges.

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

The  Council's  three  cesspool  emptiers  in  use  have  a capacity  of  1100  gallons 
each  and  were  first  registered  on  the  3rd  August  1965  (DAF  72C),  the  7th 
January  1969  (PRL  423G)  and  the  17th  August  1972  (ERL  934L).  The  pre- 
payment system  for  cesspool  emptying  was  retained  and  the  charge  was  kept 
at  £ 1 .75  per  load  or  part  load  for  domestic  prem ises  and  £3.50  per  load  or 
part  load  for  other  premises.  Subject  to  certain  conditions  one  free  load  per 
domestic  dwelling  in  each  financial  year  was  commenced  on  1st  April,  1972. 

The  number  of  loads  emptied  in  the  year  was  2,965  (1,264  private,  1,581 
Council  and  120  emptyings  in  connection  with  the  Budock/Mawnan  Smith 
Sewage  Schemes).  This  is  a slight  increase  over  the  previous  year's  demand.

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LIFEGUARD,  SURF  LIFESAVING  CLUBS  AND  EQUIPMENT 
Gunwalloe  (Church  Cove) 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  M.E.  Lawrence,  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Gunwalloe  Surf 
Lifesaving  Club  for  the  following  report: 

"Once  again  the  Club  has  mounted  patrols  on  the  beach  and  beyond  the  surf 
with  the  Inshore  Rescue  Boat  from  Whitsun  to  the  end  of  September.  I am 
pleased  to  report  that  the  season  was  quiet  and  uneventful  as  regards  sea  rescues 
and  there  was  only  one  occasion  for  the  Cliff  Rescue  Team  to  turn  out  to 
assist  a young  visitor  from  France  who  got  into  difficulties  while  climbing  the 
cliffs.  First  aid  was  given  to  a number  of  people,  some  of  whom  had  to  have 
further  treatment  either  at  the  local  Doctor's  surgery  or  in  hospital. 

Since  the  last  Report  a new  fibreglass  rescue  ski  has  been  built  and  work  on  a 
second  as  well  as  a Boat  Store  for  the  I.R.B.  next  to  the  Club  Hut  has  been 
commenced. 

At  the  Annual  General  Meeting  in  February,  the  Club  Captain  for  many  years, 

Mr.  K.G.  Mitchell,  stated  that  he  did  not  wish  to  be  considered  for  re-election 
due  to  other  pressing  commitments.  He  still  remains  an  active  member  of  the 
Club  for  which  he  has  done  so  much  during  his  years  in  Office.  Membership  has 
remained  at  roughtly  the  same  level  with  53  active  members  and  18  supporting." 

Polurrian  Beach,  Mullion 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  R.J.  Willey,  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Mullion  Surf  Lifesaving 
Club  for  the  following  report: 

"Polurrian  Beach,  Mullion  was  patrolled  regularly  by  the  Mullion  Surf  Life 
Saving  Club  during  the  summer  season  of  1972  and  no  fatalities  were  recorded. 

Patrols  commenced  later  in  the  season  than  previous  years  because  of  the  poor 
weather  conditions  and  consequently  an  empty  beach. 

Only  one  major  rescue  was  recorded.  A man  on  holiday  from  Wallington  in 
Surrey  was  bathing  in  heavy  surf.  He  got  into  difficulties  after  being  swept  over 
by  a large  wave  and  he  was  then  carried  out  to  sea.  Club  members  rescued  him 
with  the  aid  of  a malibu  board,  reel,  line  and  belt  and  treated  him  for  shock  and 
exhaustion. 

Also,  during  the  season  several  minor  incidents  (e.g.  cuts,  bruises,  etc.)  were 
dealt  with  and  general  beach  safety  information  was  communicated  to  holiday- 
makers. 

I feel,  membership  difficulties  will  again  be  experienced  in  1973  and  this  must 
be  a major  problem  for  most  Clubs.  Members  are  trained  to  be  efficient  life-savers, 
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perhaps  to  complete  only  one  season  before  moving  to  other  areas  pursuing  their 
individual  careers.  The  responsibility  of  beach  safety  then  falls  on  those  members 
who  permanently  work  and  live  locally  and  of  those  Mullion  Surf  Life  Saving 
Club  seems  to  have  a shortage.” 

Praa  Sands 

I am  indebted  to  Mrs.  T.H.  Board,  acting  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Praa  Sands  Surf 
Life  Saving  Club  for  the  following  report: 

"Throughout  the  season  the  club  provided  a patrol  on  the  beach  to  supplement 
the  service  provided  by  the  lifeguards  employed  by  Kerrier  Rural  Council.  On 
Sunday  afternoons  they  had  completely  taken  over  patrolling  of  a portion  of 
the  mile  long  beach. 

The  patrol  work  of  amateurs  and  professionals  alike  had  been  justified  and  re- 
warded by  the  absence  of  any  major  incidents  on  the  beach.  Assistance  had 
been  given  to  a party  of  skin-divers  whose  boat  had  broken  down  a mile  out  to 
sea,  with  divers  still  in  the  water.  A canoeist  who  had  capsized  and  was  in  the 
grip  of  a rip  current  was  also  helped.  Vigilance  and  prompt  action  had  prevented 
more  minor  resuces  becoming  serious  incidents. 

Mr.  S.  James  and  Mr.  J.  Austin,  instructors,  had  put  in  many  hours  work  pre- 
paring members  for  their  examinations.  The  year's  work  was  rounded  off  by  a 
first  aid  course  provided  by  Mr.  C.T.  Symons,  divisional  superintendent  of  the 
St.  John  Ambulance  Brigiade. 

40  new  members  had  joined,  bringing  the  total  to  145,  an  increase  of  26.  15 
were  cadets.” 

The  Council  employed  Lifeguards  patrolled  the  beach  on  a 7 day  week  (10.00 
a.m.  to  6.00  p.m.  basis)  from  7th  June,  1972  to  25th  September,  1972.  The 
Senior  Lifeguard  was  Mr.  A.  Pugh  who  was  assisted  by  Mr.  D.F.  Waite. 

The  Council  employed  2 additional  Lifeguards  also  on  a 6 day  week  (Monday 
to  Saturday),  from  the  3rd  July  - 31st  August.  These  lifeguards  were  Mr.  J. 
Austin  and  Mr.  N.  Upham. 

Poldhu 

The  Council  employed  Lifeguards  patrolled  the  beach  on  a 7 day  week  (10.00 
a.m.  to  6.00  p.m.  basis)  from  23rd  June,  1972  to  14th  September,  1972.  The 
Senior  Lifeguard  was  Mr.  A. A.  Baker  who  was  assisted  by  Mr.  A.R.A.  Hill.
